pallette knife or fingertip transfer of ink.

While we are aware that split fountain printing is not uncommon, 
very fine gradations of colour add considerable difficulty to the operation, 
particularly when the volume of ink is minimal. 


We have always understood that this type of tint printing is А 
considerably more suitable to WLG printing where up to 3 fountains can 
be used on l plate thereby providing positive control of the various 
colours. 


The foreman of the Litho department, W.E. Paget, and the press 
же” which is our most experienced team, have been well aware of the 
ituation and assured us that every precaution would be to produce 
tisfactory results.

Mr. Bonnefil telephoned from Port-au-Prince. He said that 
PAA flight 233 arrived at noon today with a shipment of 1 and 2 
Gourdes notes but that of the 25 cartons supposed to be aboard 
only 22 were located. The missing cartons are 942, 947, 953 
containing 40,000 notes each or a total of 120,000. One carton 
contains l's and two cartons carry 2's. 


He further informed that at the airport PAA had given him a 
signed statement to the effect that it had loaded 25 cartons in 
New York and delivered only 22 at Port-au-Prince. 


The plane stopped at Santo Domingo on the way down and 
Mr. Bonnefil fears the 3 missing cartons may have been off loaded 
there. PAA Haiti has sent a communication to Santo Domingo re- 
questing a report. 


Mr. Bonnefil asked that we immediately begin an investigation 
here, including having the plane checked for the missing cargo 
upon its return here tonight. We have taken the appropriate initial 


steps.

On matters of business, I dont think that 
the Bankue will need to order any new bills for a certain jime: 
we xhave enough 50's & 100's for four to five years, we will 
not need 2's, 54s & 10's before two years and small 1G bills 
before next October. In fact we have such a large amount of 
twos that we intend to intermix them іп a much larger proporé 
tion this year to avoid any shortage of ones. By the way, we 
have brand new 10's, just circulated, and 100's, not yet issued, 
and I am confidentially enclosing two specimens for your per-
